Under the Health Insurance Portability Accountability Act (HIP AA) Medical AssistancelMedicaid is
required to use nationally recognized procedure codes when providers bill for health care services.
Currently, providers are using the Medicaid established procedure code W9090, Maryland Prenatal
Risk Assessment, and W909I, Enriched Maternity Service, when submitting claims for reimbursemen .
Effective July 1,2003 W9090 is changed to HIOOO Prenatal Care, At-Risk Assessment, and W909I is
changed to HIO03, Prenatal Care, and At,.Risk Enhanced Service/Education. Services rendered prior t
July 1,2003 must be billed using the W9090 and W909I code regardless of when the claim is
submitted for payment. For services rendered on or after July 1, 2003, procedure codes H1000 and
HIO03 must be used to submit claims for Medicaid reimbursement. There have been no changes to th
fees and limitations.
